(3) The bidder shall be responsible for ensurirad the DBE is certified at the time of
bid by checking the Directory of Transportationm&s: If the firm is not certified at
the time of the bid-letting, that DBE’s participatiwill not count towards achieving
the DBE goal.

(B) If the DBE goal is zero, entries on the.isting of DBE Subcontractors are not required,
however any DBE participation that is achieved miyrthe project shall be reported in
accordance with requirements contained elsewheteeispecial provision.

DBE Prime Contractor

When a certified DBE firm bids on a contract thamtains a DBE goal, the DBE firm is responsible
for meeting the goal or making good faith effoismieet the goal, just like any other bidder. In
most cases, a DBE bidder on a contract will me=DBE goal by virtue of the work it performs on
the contract with its own forces. However, all therk that is performed by the DBE bidder and
any other DBE subcontractors will count toward BDBE goal. The DBE bidder shall list itself

along with any DBE subcontractors, if any, in orttereceive credit toward the DBE goal.

For example, if the DBE goal is 45% and the DBEdbidwill only perform 40% of the contract
work, the prime will list itself at 40%, and theddtbnal 5% shall be obtained through additional
DBE participation with DBE subcontractors or docunesl through a good faith effort.

Consideration of Good Faith Effort for Projects with DBE Goals More Than Zero

Adequate good faith efforts mean that the biddek @l necessary and reasonable steps to achieve
the goal which, by their scope, intensity, and appateness, could reasonably be expected to obtain
sufficient DBE participation. Adequate good fadgfforts also mean that the bidder actively and
aggressively sought DBE patrticipation. Mpre forma efforts are not considered good faith efforts.

The Department will consider the quality, quantand intensity of the different kinds of efforts a
bidder has made. Listed below are examples ofyfes of actions a bidder will take in making a
good faith effort to meet the goal and are notdesd to be exclusive or exhaustive, nor is it idezh

to be a mandatory checkilist.

(A)  Soliciting through all reasonable and availabileans (e.g. attendance at pre-bid meetings,
advertising, written notices, use of verifiableattenic means through the use of the NCDOT
Directory of Transportation Firms) the interestdifcertified DBEs who have the capability
to perform the work of the contract. The biddersimsolicit this interest within at least
10 days prior to bid opening to allow the DBEs ¢gpond to the solicitation. Solicitation
shall provide the opportunity to DBEs within thevi3ion and surrounding Divisions where
the project is located. The bidder must determiitk certainty if the DBESs are interested
by taking appropriate steps to follow up initialisbations.

(B)  Selecting portions of the work to be perforngdDBES in order to increase the likelihood
that the DBE goals will be achieved.

(1) Where appropriate, break out contract work gémo economically feasible units to
facilitate DBE participation, even when the prinentractor might otherwise prefer
to perform these work items with its own forces.

(2) Negotiate with subcontractors to assume pahefesponsibility to meet the contract

and 3 tier subcontractors).
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(C) Providing interested DBEs with adequate infaiioraabout the plans, specifications, and
requirements of the contract in a timely mannexssist them in responding to a solicitation.

Evidence of
such negotiation includes the names, addresseselepthone numbers of DBEs that
were considered; a description of the informatioovmed regarding the plans and
specifications for the work selected for subcoritng¢ and evidence as to why
additional agreements could not be reached for OiBEerform the work.

(2) A bidder using good business judgment wouldsaer a number of factors

in negotiating with subcontractors, including DB&bsontractors, and would take
a firm’s price and capabilities as well as contigls into consideration. However,
the fact that there may be some additional costsived in finding and using DBEs

is not in itself sufficient reason for a bidder&sléire to meet the contract DBE goal,
as long as such costs are reasonable. Also, tlity abdesire of a prime contractor

to perform the work of a contract with its own ongation does not relieve the bidder
of the responsibility to make good faith efforBdding contractors are not, however,
required to accept higher quotes from DBEs if theepdifference is excessive or
unreasonable.

(E) Not rejecting DBEs as being unqualified withadund reasons based on a thorough
investigation of their capabilities. The biddestanding within its industry, membership in
specific groups, organizations, or associates afitigal or social affiliations (for example,
union vs. non-union employee status) are not iegite causes for the rejection or non-
solicitation of bids in the bidder’s efforts to nh¢lee project goal.

(F Making efforts to assist interested DBEs inamfihg bonding, lines of credit, or insurance
as required by the recipient or bidder.

(G) Making efforts to assist interested DBEs inamting necessary equipment, supplies,
materials, or related assistance or services.

(H) Effectively using the services of available omity/women community organizations;
minority/women contractors’ groups; Federal, Stated local minority/women business
assistance offices; and other organizations asvatioon a case-by-case basis to provide
assistance in the recruitment and placement of DBEsntact within 7 days from the bid
opening the Business Development Manager in thenBss Opportunity and Work Force
Development Unit to give notification of the bid&einability to get DBE quotes.

Training and Promotion:

a. The contractor will assist in locating, qualifyj and increasing the skills of minorities and veorwho are applicants for employment or current
employees. Such efforts should be aimed at deveddpil journey level status employees in the tgp&ade or job classification involved.

b. Consistent with the contractor's work force iegaents and as permissible under Federal and i@itations, the contractor shall make full use
of training programs, i.e., apprenticeship, andtanjob training programs for the geographical af@ontract performance. In the event a special
provision for training is provided under this cat, this subparagraph will be superseded as itedida the special provision. The contracting
agency may reserve training positions for personsho w receive welfare assistance in accordance  with

23 U.S.C. 140(a).

¢ The contractor will advise employees and applgér employment of available training programd antrance requirements for each.

d. The contractor will periodically review the tmaig and promotion potential of employees who aieonities and women and will encourage
eligible employees to apply for such training anohpotion.

Unions: If the contractor relies in whole or in part upanions as a source of employees, the contractbuag good faith efforts to obtain the

cooperation of such unions to increase opportunfoe minorities and women. Actions by the conwaceither directly or through a contractor's

association acting as agent, will include the pilaces set forth below:

a. The contractor shall notify all potential sukicactors and suppliers and lessors of their EE@atibns under this contract.

b. The contractor will use good faith efforts teere subcontractor compliance with their EEO oliliyes.

10. Assurance Required by 49 CFR 26.13(b):

a. The requirements of 49 CFR Part 26 and the B@fEs U.S. DOT-approved DBE program are incorpenaty reference.

b. The contractor or subcontractor shall not disitrate on the basis of race, color, national origimsex in the performance of this contract. The
contractor shall carry out applicable requiremefit49 CFR Part 26 in the award and administratiobRB©@T-assisted contracts. Failure by the
contractor to carry out these requirements is @rnatbreach of this contract, which may resulthia termination of this contract or such other
remedy as the contracting agency deems appropriate.

11. Records and Reports:The contractor shall keep such records as negetssdocument compliance with the EEO requiremedish records shall
be retained for a period of three years following date of the final payment to the contractoafbcontract work and shall be available at reabna
times and places for inspection by authorized sgp&tives of the contracting agency and the FHWA.

a. The records kept by the contractor shall doctitherfollowing:

(1) The number and work hours of minority and ndnerity group members and women employed in eaatk wlassification on the project;

(2) The progress and efforts being made in coojperatith unions, when applicable, to increase emplent opportunities for minorities and
women; and

(3) The progress and efforts being made in locatiming, training, qualifying, and upgrading miit@s and women;

b. The contractors and subcontractors will submianual report to the contracting agency eachfdulhe duration of the project, indicating the
number of minority, women, and non-minority grouppoyees currently engaged in each work classifinaequired by the contract work. This
information is to be reported on Form FHWA-1391eHhaffing data should represent the project wor&ef on board in all or any part of the
last payroll period preceding the end of July.rifthe-job training is being required by specialMsimn, the contractor will be required to collect
and report training data. The employment data shflect the work force on board during all or grayt of the last payroll period preceding
the end of July.

IIl. NONSEGREGATED FACILITIES

This provision is applicable to all Federal-aid stoaction contracts and to all related constructigncontracts of $10,000 or more.

The contractor must ensure that facilities proviftecemployees are provided in such a manner #gregation on the basis of race, color, religion,
sex, or national origin cannot result. The contrantay neither require such segregated use byewritt oral policies nor tolerate such use by engsoy
custom. The contractor's obligation extends furtbeensure that its employees are not assigne@rform their services at any location, under the
contractor's control, where the facilities are eggted. The term "facilities” includes waiting ragrwork areas, restaurants and other eating dnegs,
clocks, restrooms, washrooms, locker rooms, andrattorage or dressing areas, parking lots, drinkduntains, recreation or entertainment areas,
transportation, and housing provided for employ&hs.contractor shall provide separate or singé-testrooms and necessary dressing or sleepiag are
to assure privacy between sexes.

IV. DAVIS-BACON AND RELATED ACT PROVISIONS

This section is applicable to all Federal-aid cariton projects exceeding $2,000 and to all rellatéocontracts and lower-tier subcontracts (regasdl
of subcontract size). The requirements apply tg@djects located within the right-of-way of a reay that is functionally classified as Federal-aid
highway. This excludes roadways functionally cliesdias local roads or rural minor collectors, whare exempt. Contracting agencies may elect to
apply these requirements to other projects.

The following provisions are from the U.S. Depantinef Labor regulations in 29 CFR 5.5 “Contractypsmns and related matters” with minor
revisions to conform to the FHWA-1273 format andvi#M program requirements.

regular contributions made or costs incurred forarthan a weekly period (but not less often thaawriguly) under plans, funds, or programs
which cover the particular weekly period, are degritebe constructively made or incurred during swetekly period. Such laborers and
mechanics shall be paid the appropriate wage ratérimge benefits on the wage determination ferdlassification of work actually performed,
without regard to skill, except as provided in 2BRC5.5(a)(4). Laborers or mechanics performing workore than one classification may be
compensated at the rate specified for each cleassdh for the time actually worked therein: Pradd That the employer's payroll records
accurately set forth the time spent in each claasién in which work is performed. The wage deteation (including any additional
classification ~and wage rates conformed under paphg 1.b. of this section) and the Davis-Bacon
poster (WH-1321) shall be posted at all times leyddntractor and its subcontractors at the sitheofvork in a prominent and accessible place
where it can be easily seen by the workers.

b. (1) The contracting officer shall require thay &lass of laborers or mechanics, including helpehich is not listed in the wage determination
and which is to be employed under the contract beatdlassified in conformance with the wage deteation. The contracting officer shall
approve an additional classification and wage aatkfringe benefits therefore only when the follogvcriteria have been met:

(i) The work to be performed by the classificatftequested is not performed by a classificatioméwage determination; and
(ii) The classification is utilized in the area twe construction industry; and
(iii) The proposed wage rate, including any bowe fringe benefits, bears a reasonable relatioristipe wage rates contained in the wage
determination.
(2) If the contractor and the laborers and meclsaiide employed in the classification (if knowar) their representatives, and the contracting
officer agree on the classification and wage riatg(ding the amount designated for fringe beneitiere appropriate), a report of the action
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taken shall be sent by the contracting officeth® Administrator of the Wage and Hour Division, Eoyment Standards Administration,
U.S. Department of Labor, Washington, DC 20210. Atministrator, or an authorized representativdl, agprove, modify, or disapprove
every additional classification action within 30ydaf receipt and so advise the contracting officewill notify the contracting officer within
the 30-day period that additional time is necessary

(3) In the event the contractor, the laborers ochaaics to be employed in the classification oir ttepresentatives, and the contracting officer
do not agree on the proposed classification ancewatg (including the amount designated for fribgeefits, where appropriate), the
contracting officer shall refer the questions, urlithg the views of all interested parties and dz@mmendation of the contracting officer, to
the Wage and Hour Administrator for determinatidhe Wage and Hour Administrator, or an authorizeptesentative, will issue a
determination within 30 days of receipt and so se&lthe contracting officer or will notify the comtting officer within the 30-day period
that additional time is necessary.

(4) The wage rate (including fringe benefits whegppropriate) determined pursuant to paragraph@] dr. 1.b.(3) of this section, shall be paid
to all workers performing work in the classificationder this contract from the first day on whiabrkvis performed in the classification.
Whenever the minimum wage rate prescribed irctiméract for a class of laborers or mechanicaithes a fringe benefit which is not expressed
as an hourly rate, the contractor shall eitherthaybenefit as stated in the wage determinatiahalt pay another bona fide fringe benefit or an

hourly cash equivalent thereof.

If the contractor does not make payments taistee or other third person, the contractor magiden as part of the wages of any laborer or
mechanic the amount of any costs reasonably aatédpin providing bona fide fringe benefits undgsl@n or program, Provided, That the
Secretary of Labor has found, upon the written estjof the contractor, that the applicable starglafthe Davis-Bacon Act have been met. The
Secretary of Labor may require the contractor tasele in a separate account assets for the me#tobligations under the plan or program.

2. Withholding. The contracting agency shall upon its own actionpmn written request of an authorized represestati the Department of Labor,
withhold or cause to be withheld from the contractader this contract, or any other Federal conhtrsdth the same prime contractor, or any other
federally-assisted contract subject to Davis-Bgmawailing wage requirements, which is held bygame prime contractor, so much of the accrued
payments or advances as may be considered necasgmy laborers and mechanics, including appresiticainees, and helpers, employed by the
contractor or any subcontractor the full amounwages required by the contract. In the event &frfaito pay any laborer or mechanic, including any
apprentice, trainee, or helper, employed or workinghe site of the work, all or part of the wageguired by the contract, the contracting agency
may, after written notice to the contractor, takkehsaction as may be necessary to cause the sigpehany further payment, advance, or guarantee
of funds until such violations have ceased.

3. Payrolls and basic records

Such records shaitaim the name, address, and social security
number of each such worker, his or her correcsifieation, hourly rates of wages paid (includiages of contributions or costs anticipated for
bona fide fringe benefits or cash equivalents tifestthe types described in section 1(b)(2)(Bhef Davis-Bacon Act), daily and weekly number
of hours worked, deductions made and actual wagesd. pWhenever the Secretary of Labor has found munde
29 CFR 5.5(a)(1)(iv) that the wages of any laborenechanic include the amount of any costs reddpaaticipated in providing benefits under
a plan or program described in section 1(b)(2)he Davis-Bacon Act, the contractor shall maimtacords which show that the commitment
to provide such benefits is enforceable, that tha pr program is financially responsible, and thatplan or program has been communicated
in writing to the laborers or mechanics affectet] eecords which show the costs anticipated ca¢heal cost incurred in providing such benefits.
Contractors employing apprentices or trainees uagproved programs shall maintain written evidenicéhe registration of apprenticeship
programs and certification of trainee programs,réggstration of the apprentices and trainees,thedatios and wage rates prescribed in the
applicable programs.

b. (1) The contractor shall submit weekly for eaarek in which any contract work is performed a copgll payrolls to the contracting agency.

The payrolls submitted shall set out accurately ammnpletely all of the information required to beaimained under
29 CFR 5.5(a)(3)(i), except that full social seguriumbers and home addresses shall not be incluledeekly transmittals. Instead the
payrolls shall only need to include an individuatlgntifying number for each employee ( e.g. ,l&®t four digits of the employee's social
security number). The required weekly payroll infation may be submitted in any form desired. Opiiédtorm WH—347 is available for
this purpose from the Wage and Hour Division Web at http://www.dol.gov/esa/whd/forms/ wh347irgmn or its successor site. The
prime contractor is responsible for the submissibcopies of payrolls by all subcontractors. Coctives and subcontractors shall maintain
the full social security number and current addeéssach covered worker, and shall provide thennupquest to the contracting agency for
transmission to the State DOT, the FHWA or the Waiged Hour Division of the Department of Labor farrjposes of an investigation or
audit of compliance with prevailing wage requireiseit is not a violation of this section for amg contractor to require a subcontractor to
provide addresses and social security numberset@rime contractor for its own records, without kigesubmission to the contracting
agency.

(2) Each payroll submitted shall be accompanied Bgtatement of Compliance,” signed by the contaat subcontractor or his or her agent
who pays or supervises the payment of the persapioged under the contract and shall certify thiefang:

(i) That the payroll for the payroll period contsitthe information required to be provided under58€)(3)(ii) of Regulations,
29 CFR part5, the appropriate information is benagntained under 85.5 (a)(3)(i) of RegulationsCFR part 5, and that such information
is correct and complete;

(3) The weekly submission of a properly executedifmation set forth on the reverse side of Opéibfrorm WH-347 shall satisfy the
requirement for submission of the “Statement of @lemnce” required by paragraph 3.b.(2) of thisisect

(4) The falsification of any of the above certificas may subject the contractor or subcontract@ivil or criminal prosecution under section
1001 of title 18 and section 231 of title 31 of theited States Code.

The contractor or subcontractor shall make #wnds required under paragraph 3.a. of this seeti@ilable for inspection, copying, or

transcription by authorized representatives ofciigracting agency, the State DOT, the FHWA, orDlepartment of Labor, and shall permit

such representatives to interview employees dwvimrging hours on the job. If the contractor or suficactor fails to submit the required records

or to make them available, the FHWA may, after teritnotice to the contractor, the contracting agemche State DOT, take such action as

may be necessary to cause the suspension of ghgrfipayment, advance, or guarantee of funds. &umitre, failure to submit the required

records upon request or to make such records alaitaay be grounds for debarment action pursua2® 6FR 5.12.

4. Apprentices and trainees

Apprentices (programs of the USDOL). Apprerstiadll be permitted to work at less than the predeined rate for the work they performed
when they are employed pursuant to and individuadjistered in a bona fide apprenticeship progregistered with the U.S. Department of
Labor, Employment and Training Administration, ©&i of Apprenticeship Training, Employer and Laban&es, or with a State

Apprenticeship Agency recognized by the Officaf amperson is employed in his or her first 90 dafysrobationary employment as an apprentice
in such an apprenticeship program, who is not iddaly registered in the program, but who has hestified by the Office of Apprenticeship
Training, Employer and Labor Services or a StatprApticeship Agency (where appropriate) to be ldigior probationary employment as an
apprentice.

The allowable ratio of apprentices to journeyroarthe job site in any craft classification shait he greater than the ratio permitted to the
contractor as to the entire work force under tlyestered program. Any worker listed on a payrodmaipprentice wage rate, who is not registered
or otherwise employed as stated above, shall lkbrmiless than the applicable wage rate on thewlatermination for the classification of
work actually performed. In addition, any appreafierforming work on the job site in excess ofriit® permitted under the registered program
shall be paid not less than the applicable wageaathe wage determination for the work actuadisfqggmed. Where a contractor is performing
construction on a project in a locality other tilaat in which its program is registered, the ratind wage rates (expressed in percentages of the
journeyman's hourly rate) specified in the contégtor subcontractor's registered program shadbiserved.

Every apprentice must be paid at not less thandte specified in the registered program forghigrentice's level of progress, expressed as a
percentage of the journeymen hourly rate specifigbe applicable wage determination. Apprenti¢esi e paid fringe benefits in accordance
with the provisions of the apprenticeship progrHrine apprenticeship program does not specifigiihenefits, apprentices must be paid the full
amount of fringe benefits listed on the wage deitgaition for the applicable classification. If theliinistrator determines that a different practice
prevails for the applicable apprentice classifmatiringes shall be paid in accordance with tie¢ianination.

In the event the Office of Apprenticeship TramiEEmployer and Labor Services, or a State Apprestiip Agency recognized by the Office,
withdraws approval of an apprenticeship prograre,abntractor will no longer be permitted to utiliapprentices at less than the applicable
predetermined rate for the work performed untibaceptable program is approved.

b. Trainees (programs of the USDOL). Except asigenl in 29 CFR 5.16, trainees will not be pernditie work at less than the predetermined rate
for the work performed unless they are employedymamt to and individually registered in a prograhicl has received prior approval, evidenced
by formal certification by the U.S. Department afidor, Employment and Training Administration.

The ratio of trainees to journeymen on the jed shall not be greater than permitted under the @pproved by the Employment and Training
Administration.

Every trainee must be paid at not less tharetteespecified in the approved program for the &@lBlevel of progress, expressed as a percentage
of the journeyman hourly rate specified in the aafille wage determination. Trainees shall be paidié benefits in accordance with the
provisions of the trainee program. If the trainesgpam does not mention fringe benefits, traineed be paid the full amount of fringe benefits
listed on the wage determination unless the Adrmatisr of the Wage and Hour Division determineg thare is an apprenticeship program
associated with the corresponding journeyman wage on the wage determination which provides fgs lthan full fringe benefits for
apprentices. Any employee listed on the payroth dtainee rate who is not registered and particigain a training plan approved by the
Employment and Training Administration shall bedoaét less than the applicable wage rate on thedatermination for the classification of
work actually performed. In addition, any trainefprming work on the job site in excess of théorgermitted under the registered program
shall be paid not less than the applicable wageaathe wage determination for the work actuadifiggmed.

In the event the Employment and Training Admiaibn withdraws approval of a training prograne gontractor will no longer be permitted
to utilize trainees at less than the applicablegtermined rate for the work performed until areptable program is approved.

c. Equal employment opportunity. The utilizationagfprentices, trainees and journeymen under thisspall be in conformity with the equal
employment opportunity requirements of Executiveédr11246, as amended, and 29 CFR part 30.

d. Apprentices and Trainees (programs of the UGTP Apprentices and trainees working under agpreship and skill training programs which
have been certified by the Secretary of Transportats promoting EEO in connection with Federaltdghway construction programs are not
subject to the requirements of paragraph 4 of3higion IV. The straight time hourly wage ratesdipprentices and trainees under such programs
will be established by the particular programs. fidi® of apprentices and trainees to journeymaeiti sbt be greater than permitted by the terms
of the particular program.

Compliance with Copeland Act requirementsThe contractor shall comply with the requiremerit2® CFR part 3, which are incorporated by

reference in this contract.

Subcontracts.The contractor or subcontractor shall insert FBHiWA-1273 in any subcontracts and also requiresthiontractors to include Form

FHWA-1273 in any lower tier subcontracts. The priomntractor shall be responsible for the compliabbgeany subcontractor or lower tier

subcontractor with all the contract clauses in FRG.5.

Contract termination: debarment. A breach of the contract clauses iBF2R 5.5 may be grounds for termination of the @muifrand for debarment

as a contractor and a subcontractor as provid2él @FR 5.12.
